the page of history we fumbled at but failed to 
turn 25 years ago. If on the contrary we decide 
to continue the same static, passive and essen- 
tially frightened isolationist policy wh 
Sdopted after the last World War, I feel sure we 
shall be heading into a third one.” 

Fortunately for the United States, for- 
tunately for the world at large, public opin- 
fon in the neighboring republic has under- 
gone a drastic change even in the short time 
which has elapsed since Mr. Willkie'’s tragic 
end last October.

Year by year electrification of the pror- 
ince is proceeding and at the close of the com- 
mission's fiscal year, Nov. 30, more than 150 towns 
@nd villages in Manitoba were being served with 
electricity by the commission. Though the mile- 
age of transmission lines was not increased during 
the year, the number of customers increased from 
31,271 in 1943 to 23,583 in 1944, and electricity 
purchased and generated increased from 70,719,744 
kw, hours in 1943 to 81,012,452 in 1944." 

It is further explained by the Winnipeg 
daily that only a dozen years ago there were 
65 towns and villages being serviced .by the 
commission and gross revenues were in the 
neighborhood of $800,000, as compared with 
more than $2,000,000 for 1944. Although 
revenue has greatly increased, rates, on the 
average during the last 12 years, have been 
reguced by 40.6 per cent, and still further

the public could learn what was going on

i NOTEBOOKS FORBIDDEN 

1O FACILITIES—or encouragement 
4 were offered-to-reporters. There was 
no press gallery 

The Strangers’ Gallery was the only place 
opened to them, and no one was allowed to 
use a natebook-or take netes-of any de- 
scription 

But about 1780, William Woodfall of 
the Morning Chronicle, became quite famous 
for his success in overcoming these handi- 
caps 

He cultivated a° marvelously 
memory by diligent study 

And bécame so adept that he could com 
mit a debate to memory by attentively listen- 
ing to jt and making here and. there-s# 
secret memoranda 

When the House arose, he at once went 
home and wrote out the’ whole of the 
speeches, trusting to his memory 
WILBERFORCE’S COMPLAINT

Nor could they get any refreshment, so 
that, at the end of a long and tiring session, 
often far into the night, the occupants of 
the galleries were exhausted. 

Woodfall found this so tiring that he 
often provided himself with a hardboiled 
egg. t : 

He would draw it from his pocket, take 
the shell off in his hat, and stoop his head 
to make a furtive, hasty meal 

It had to be hasty, for if the serjeant- 
at-arms had witnessed this infraction of 
the House rules, out would have gone the 
reporter, hat, eggshells and all!
